ressional inquiry of the situation. 
Senator Dill, however, was willing to 
zo a step further, declaring § that 
enough facts are already at hand on 
the holding company situation for 
congress fo use as a basis for needed 
legislation.

Emptying of U.S. Warehouses 
Seen as Better Business Sign 


Department of Commerce Report Shows Great- 
ly Diminished Stocks of Manufactured 
Goods Awaiting Sale.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
President Hoover received the cheer- 
ing word today that America’s bulg- 
ing werehouses are being relieved of 
the glut of overproduction of manu- 
factures. 

This was shown in Secretary La- 

annual report. Stocks of 
manufactured goods had dwindled so 
at the end of the fiscal year that the 
situation was akin to 1928, giving 


reason to expect increased business.

158 Persons Pay Tax on 
Incomes in Excess of 
$50,000 in 1930.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29. — Despite 
the market crash of the year previous, 
158 persons in the state of Georgia 
paid federal income taxes on net in- 
comes for 1930 in excess of 850,000 
each, the treasury department revealed 
today in its annual report on collec- 
tions of internal revenue. 

Total collections on individual and 
corporation returns in the state, rep- 
resenting payments of income tax for 
the year 1930, amounted to $8,890,- 
931, the report showed. 

Of the total $6,104,989 was derived 
from corporations and the remaining 
The year 
previous individual returns yielded a 
total of $3,806,000, while corporation 
returns amounted to $6,891,000. 

The year 1930 saw a total of 32,289 
individual returns filed from Georgia 
and 5,738 corporation returns. 

The net income of Georgia corpora- 
tions filing returns was $62,280,000, 
compared with $64,903,000 for the 
year hefore, representing a loss. of 
$2,623 000. 

That of individuals was 8163,181.- 
O00, contrasted with a net income of 
$167,063.000 the previous year, a 
small reduction. 

Fulton county led the state in the 
of individual returns filed, 
with 15.441, of which 15,062 came 
from Atlanta. 

The average net income of Georgia 
individuals filing returns was $5,053 
last year, as against an average of 
$5,074 for the vear before. The aver- 
age tax paid per individual return was 
| $86.28,

Men high in the affairs of Atlanta 
and Georgia gathered Sunday after- 
noon at North Avenue Presbyterian 


church to hear final services for Hoke 
Smith, the man who served his state 
and country in high offices for two- 
score years. Overflowing the spacious 
auditorium and balcony of the church, 
part of the gathering stood on the 
sidewalks with bared heads. 

More than half of the first floor 
of the church was reserved for dis- 
tinguished men and women and the 
many escorts of honor. It was as- 
sembly of age, calling to mind the 76 
years Hoke Smith had lived. 

Services were brief, opening with a 
scripture reading by Dr. Richard 
Orme Flinn, pastor of the church, 
which Senator Smith aided in found- 
ing, and of which he was a charter 
member, later an elder and first super- 
intendent of the Sunday school.

Philadelphia, 
since he left Tech. Dr. Matheson was 
stricken with a heart attack early 
Saturday while attending to his schoo! | 
duties. 

Dr. Matheson was regarded as one 
of the most progressive educators in 
America. It was under his leader- 
ship that the Greater Tech campaign 
of 1921 was conducted, the drive 
bringing the school many thousands 
of dollars and many additional stu- 
dents. He was a frequent visitor to 
Atlanta, where he had many friends 
in addition to a daughter, 
George E. Youmans, of 718 Argonne 
avenue, N. E., who, before her mar- 
riage, was Miss Mary Matheson.

Size of U. S. Families 


Show Marked Decrease 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 29.— 4) 
Nearly 30,000,000 American fami- 
lies—showing a real decrease in 
average size—were counted in the 
1930 national census. 

The census bureau announced to- 
day it counted 29,980,146 families, 
including groups living together in 
boarding houses or _ institutions. 
More than 40 per cent, 12,078,345, 
had radio sets. 

For 1930 the population per fam- 
ily was 4.1, compared with 4.3 
for 1920, 4.5 for 1910 and 4.9 for 
1890. The total of families repre- 
sented an increase of 21.1 per cent 
during the past decade.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—(UP)— 
Ely Culbertson and Sidney 8. Lenz, 
two of the world’s foremost contract 
bridge experts, will go into secluded 
training tomorrow in preparation for 
their grudge match, scheduled to begin 
next Monday and to last six weeks or 
more. 

Culberson, chief proponent of the 
approach-forcing system of bidding, is 
reported to have ararnged an elaborate 
routine to get himself in shape, while 
Lenz is said to be sharpening his wits 
by repeated recitation of the multipli- 
cation table, by casting out nines from 
columns of figures and by concentrat- 
ing on Hinstein’s theory of relativity. 

Both men are maintaining an ap- 
pearance of nonchalance, though it is 
well known that each considers New 
York to be too small a town to hold 
them both. 

Lenz is one of the main trump- 
slammers of Bridge Headquarters, 
Inec., the organization formed as a re- 
volt against Culbertson’s dominance 
of the bridge experting field. Lenz, 
with Oswald Jacoby as his partner, 
will employ the 1-2-3, or official sys- 
tem, against Culbertson’s approach- 
forcing attack, and the battle will un- 
doubtedly attract worldwide atten- 


ion. 

Culbertson is so sure of himself and 
his system that he has bet $5,000 
against $1,000 that he and his wife 
can defeat Lenz and Jacoby. Beyond 
this exchange of money, the match 
has an added significance in that 
bridge teachers and bridge fans 
throughout the country will watch the 
trend of battle and the final outcome. 
Most of them will consider the result 
as indicating definitely the merits of 
the two bidding systems. 

The match will consist of 150 rub- 
bers. This large number was chosen 
to eliminate, as far as possible, the 
element of chance. 

It is likely that the battle will at- 
tract as much attention and ballyhoo 
as a major sports event, the Olympic 
games, a heavyweight championship 
fight or a McPherson revival.

Do you regard New York city 
as representative of the United 
States? 

There are many ways in which New 
York city is so typically American 
that it sets the pace in those re- 
spects for the rest of the nation. Its 
boundless energy, grasp on material 
things, desire for growth, confidence 
in the future and constant changes 
are characteristic of the major cities 
of the country at large. Beautiful 
buildings side by side 
ments of bad taste exist here, as they | 
do in nearly every other city in the 
Union. The same magnificent but 
unfinished aspects are found in all 
our chief centers of industry and 
businéss, 

But if you want a less mixed popu- 
latien you will have to go westward 


beyond the Ohio valley or southward | 


below Mason and Dixon's line. Every 
tongue and kindred goes cheek by jowl 
on the sidewalks of New York. Nor 
is this without its benefits. A broad- 
er humanitarianism, a keener sympa- 
thy with alien peoples, a consciousness 
that there were great gains as well 
as decided drawbacks in this melting 
pot are the results of prolonged resi- 
dence in the gateway to the new 
world. 

This is precisely New York’s state- 
gic position. One is incessantly told 
by visitors from abroad that New 
York ‘is cosmopolitan, international, 
anything but American. Yet Mr. J. 
A. Spender, a first-class British jour- 
nalist and author, declares that noth- 
ing could be less true of New York's 
collective life and character. It 
plunges its inhabitants into the full 
tide of our traditions and customs 
as a republic. They are in it up to 
the neck from the moment they ar- 
rive. A silent but resistless conform- 
ity with our country’s hopes and as- 
pirations is always at work in’ New 
York.

Is it true that our unemployed 
are more numerous than those of 
some European countries, and if 
so, what is the reason? 

We have ho absolutely reliable sta- 
tistics of the unemployed such as are 
kept by Great Britain. The conse- 
quence is that we are apt to under- 
estimate their numbers in prosperous 
times and exaggerate them in times 
of depression. But speaking gener- 
ally, 1 should say that just now our 
unemployed are proportionately quite 
as numerous as those of European 
nations. 

There are several reasons for this 
unhappy condition. The substitution 
of machines as labor-saving devices 
involves a corresponding loss of labor 
through supersession. One machine

which does the work of 50 men means 
that at least 49 have to find fresh 
jobs. A correspondent writes me a| 
very intelligent letter asserting that_ 
this is not the case. But I remain) 
convinced that it is. Again, American | 
industry is so highly organized that 
it has no place for the workman who 
cannot make good. 


A constant weed- 


ing out of incompetents is the order 
of the day. 

Even when industry thrives there 
is a considerable surplus of men tem- 
porarily without jobs. Naturally, this 
group is tremendously increased dur- 
ing slack times. The United States as 
yet has made no adequate provision 
for what is felt to be a scandalous 
evil. There is no sadder sight in the 
industrial realm than an _ honest 
workman deprived of work. Such a 
condition will have to be abolished, 
and I believe it will be. 

Meanwhile, the disqualifications un- 
employment inflicts are active and 
virulent. In every city and county of 
the industrial states you can find 
groups of men who are either physi- 
cally incapable or mentally confused. 
They have lost their way in the tur- 
bulent struggle of our system. A 
more systematic and careful method 
of dealing with our derelict army of 
the workless is nothing less than a 
crying national necessity.

you of heresy. 

What have you to say in reply 
to that charge? 

What I think about Genesis and 
other parts of the sublime literature 
of the Pentateuch and Old Testa- 
ment histories and heroes, has long 
since been familiar to my radio audi- 
ence and the readers of this column. 
I] regard the early chapters of the 
Genesis document as a divine method 
of teaching great moral and spiritual 
truths through legends and_ stories, 
some of. which may have had a his- 
torical basis. You recall how our Lord 
likewise used parables to communi- 
cate imperishable verities, so that His 
transforming words entered human 
hearts through the lowly door of 
tales taken from the life around Him. 

But I do not believe we should teach 
children that all the events and char- 
acters in the Old Testament were ab- 
solutely historic, or that its narratives 
are absolutely impeccable. Such _ in- 
struction is sure to lead to confusion 
and ultimately to doubt in the mind of 
the child. No sooner does the pupil 
go to high school or college and learn 
the facts concerning nature’s develop- 
ments than he or she begins to look 
askance at religion, and wonder what 
in it is verifiable, 

That has happened in countless in- 
stances and is happening now. My 
correspondence for the last 30 years 
convinces me that no single doctrine 
has created more distress of mind and 
rebellion against theology and _ the 
church, than the claim of some of her 
members iat the Bible is of equal 
value and verity from cover to cover, 
and must be taken literally through- 
out. It is indeed the gift of God 
through human agencies. But it does 
not have the finality and absolutism 
of Christ, who is the one Eternal and 
Incarnate Word of the Father.

Health Talks |

HAVE SOME MORE BUTTER AND 
RAISE A LEG. . 

I don’t know whether it is because 
the slender silhouette has become less 
fashionable or the dumbbells have be- 
come scared about consumption, but 
it is evident that the reductien diet 
craze has passed and being on a diet 
is now mainly a subject of light con- 
versation. Then, too, maybe a good 
many simple souls were scared by the 
thought that some dire epidemic mala- 
dy would find likely victims in the un- 
dernourished, 

Not many of our feminine readers 
are old enough toremember the story 
of the little milliner- who tried and 
tried and couldn't hold her increasing 


plumpness back at all by means of 
diet. Then a hard winter came on. 
She decided to store her car for the 
winter, and walk to work every day— 
and back home every evening. This 
made a walk of about 8 miles a day. 
After a week or two of this strenuous 


‘regimen, although she had a heartier 


appetite than before, she discovered 
here weight was coming down. Then 
she walked with a vengeance, and she 
wasnt Scotch, either, so it was not 
for the car fare she saved. By the 
time spring rolled around the little 
milliner was right down to where she 
really longed to be, for she had worked 
off over 20 pounds of superfluous 
flesh. 

After all, exercise is the pleasant- 
est way to train down, a lot pleasant- 
er than even moderate restrictions of 
diet. If you get in a_ reasonable 
amount of exercise daily you do not 
have to worry over the choice of a 
butterscotch sundae or a_ chocolate 
parfait for dessert. You burn it up in 
a few minutes’ brick walking. 

Occasionally, pathological obesity 
occurs and persists in spite of much 
regular exercise. But as a_ general 
rule a person who makes it an unal- 


'terable rule to walk six miles a day, 


in one walk orintwoor three shorter 
walks, will not accumulate an excess 
of flesh, even though his or her occu- 
pation be sedentary. Theoretically, a 
set of tennis ora round of golf would 
be equivalent to six miles of oxygen 
on the hoof, but practically who can 
play tennis or golf every day the year 
round? If walking is your tonic, 
nothing can prevent you from enjoy- 
ing the benefits of it every day in 
the year, except your own laziness or 
neglect.

After one 
week, do it with both legs together 
three times. In the fourth week four 
times each seance, Fifth week ten 
times. Sixth week and thereafter, 
elevate both legs together from 15 
(for women) to 20 (for men) times.

Air Transportation Paralyzed 
By Pall of Fog Over Southland 


Fog continued to paralyze air traf- 
fic over the southeast Sunday, with 
the result that all Candler field mail 


schedules were canceled, arriving or 
departing at the Atlanta airport. The 
weather affected air travel in the 
area from Shreveport, La., to the At- 
lantic seaboard, and from Jackson- 
ville, Fla., northward to Virginia and 
Indiana. 

Weather observers, however, saw 
some prospects of relief in a low pres- 
sure area developing in Texas, with 
prospects that it might move north- 
eastward, possibly bringing rain to 
this section today. Unless something 
else intervenes, meteorologists said 
such conditions usually are followed 
by clearer, cooler weather. 

South of Jacksonville, in Florida, 
the weather was comparatively clear, 
according to reports to the aerological 
weather bureau at Candler field. On 
the gulf coast there was little fog, 
but there were low-hanging clouds 
that made a low ceiling and cut visi- 
bility even there to about 6 miles be- 
tween New Orleans and Mobile. 

Over the rest of the southeast the 
pall that has endured for three days 
reduced the sight range to something 
less than two miles, and most of the 
reporting weather stations sent in a 
brief “zero” visibility range report. 

Conditions began improving slowly 
under the rays of the midday sun, but 
weather observers saw no prospect of 
flying weather before today, if then. 

In Atlanta the blanket was so thick 
at 10 a. m. Sunday morning that it 
was difficult to make out the color of 
a traffic signal light a block away, 
and an automobile 50 yards away was 
only an indistinct dark blur in the 
mist. Motorists in the city drove 
with their lights on until nearly noon 
so that they could be seen. 

Reports to the weather bureau here 
said the blanket in most areas was 
fog, though in some places near forest 
fire areas smoke contributed to the 
opaque pall. 

The fog blanket up the Atlantie 
coast again held Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh on the ground at Flagler 


Beach, Fla., on his interrupted flight 
from Miami to New York. 

Two deaths in Georgia were at- 
tributed to the weather. T. Edgar 
White, of Atlanta, tried to dodge an 
automobile that suddenly loomed out 
of the mist near Macon and struck 
William Levi Walker, 15, of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., who was standing near 


the parked car. He died en route to 
a hospital. J. B. Long, of Knoxville, 
was injured. 

Dr. W. W. Smith, of Clyo, was kill- 
ed and five persons injured when two 
cars met head on in the fog near 
Eulona. Four persons were injured 
near Roberta Saturday night in an 
accident attributed to fog. 

Air traffic was not interrupted in 
Virginia, but passenger schedules were 
canceled just south in the Carolinas. 
Richmond had a mean temperature of 
oo degrees with overcast skies. There 
was little fog. 

Rains the last few days checked 
forest fires in the Carolinas and the 
smoke abated but fog came to take its 
place and made flying hazardous. 

It was a gloomy day for Tennessce 
and Kentucky, with poor visibility 
and drizzling rain. Nashville report- 
ed cool temperatures but it was warm 
in Memphis. Little Rock, however. 
found it cool, with a steady rain for 
the last 24 hours. Still cooler weath- 
er was predicted. 

Cloudy and showers dampened New 
Orleans, while a fog over Alabama 
lifted at noon at Birmingham and let 
the sunshine through, 

Macon, Ga., reported a dense fog 
and smoke, but the weather at Sa- 
vannah was clearing, although visi- 
bility was still poor.

To the world at large. outside of 
the very small segment possessed 
of first-hand knowledge or familiar 
with Mrs. Harris’ excellent “Life 
and Letters of Joel Chandler Har- 
ris,’ the author of this volume of 
miscellaneous pieces is known only 
as the creator of an immortal 
eharacter in the person of Uncle 
Remus, archetype of the ante- 
bellum negro of the south, and the 
medium by which Harris presented 
dozens of. delightful tales from the 
great treasure of African folk-lore. 
The Uncle Remus books have stood 
the test of years; they are destined 
to delight many generations of chil- 


tion—Cable had just been forced 
into exile for *“‘The Grandissimes.” 
The south remains sensitive, al- 
though its sons and daughters have 
done much to educate it of late; 
only the other day a professor in 
the state university of Louisiana 
lost his job because of a novel, and 
other southern writers have found 
it necessary to become famous away 
from home before being accepted at 
home. But the “moonlight § and 
roses’ tradition is dying, and Har- 
ris would have been very happy if 
he could have lived to see the birth 
and growth of a new and fresh 
tradition in southern letters. 
Aside from the primary interest 
of this book as the revelation of 
what psychologists call a ‘‘well- 
adjusted personality” there are ar- 
ticles from the Saturday Evening 
Post and from Uncle Remus’ Mag- 
azine that are not only intrinsi- 
cally interesting. but quite valuable 
enough to merit preservation out- 
side magazine files. Harris’ sketches 
of the plantation life of Georgia 
and of the negroes’ place therein 
are admirable.

But important as was this phase 
of the work of Joel Chand!ler Har- 
ris, and as good and as readable as 
were some of his other books. he 
himself is equally interesting as 
revenled in the present volume, 
which is by way of being a rare bit 
of unconscious autobiography. ‘Turn 
na man loose to write about what 
is on top of his mind and he will 
do you a self-portrait. This js in- 
evitable. It is not really ncecssary 
for mine enemy or my friend to 
write a book to expose himself for 
the kind of man he is—give him 
fm pen and a newspaper «ditorial 
page, or a magazine of his own, 
and the deed will be done, 

Mrs. Harris revealed her father- 
in-law as a remarkable person in 
her biography. He reveals himself 
as even more remarkable, perhaps, 
in her carefully compiled selection 
of. his writings. An orphan boy 
who got his education in a printing 
office on a Georgia plantation, a 
sound education, too, because it 
consisted of work with his hands, 
-eading valuable books, and living 
close to whites and blacks in a de- 
lightful relationship. he was hardly 
out of his teens before he was 
writing intelligent editorial com- 
ment on a wide variety of topics. 
The style was clear and vigorous, 
well-formed on good models. Harris 
was thoughtful and kind, kind until 
aroused. He could plead for justice 
to the negro with a sense of sym- 
pathy and fairness that would do 
credit to the most. enlightened 
southerner of today, and could with 
equal vigor rend Jefferson Davis 
limb from limb for a fovlish and 
flamboyant speech made during the 
dangerous days of reconstruction, 
when all Harris’ efforts were bent 
toward reconciliation and a _ re- 
united nation. 

This phase of Harris’ work must, 
of course, be considered against the 
background of the times. It was 
no period for the kind of open- 
mindedness he exhibited; the world 
was filled with prejudice, and the 
man who remained aloof from 
crowd-emotions showed himself the 
wossessor of a mind and a _ phi- 
losophy. From these local issues 
Harris turned to such topics as a 
proposed invasion of Mexico, about 
which he wrote in a_ vein. that 
would please the most ardently 
anti-imperialistie liberal of the pres- 
ent day. He could be ironical about 
such matters: he wondered then if 
the America of the reeking Grant 
administration had any right to 
carry “civilization” into savage 
Mexico, a question which, in es- 
sence, still troubles the thoughtful. 

Harris’ own contribution to south- 
ern literature was in the end to 
be important enough, but he was 
thinking about the possibilities of 
the section before he himself be- 
eame famous and successful. As far 
back as 1881 he was saying that 
no southerner could stay at home 
and tell the truth about his sec- 


} 


because her plans were upset. 
When the negro came back he was 
rebuked by his master and asked 
why he took the horse. He an- 
swered: “Well, suh, for one thing 
I tuck dat ar hoss kaze he racks

yuthers.” The reason was accepted 
as it should have been. 

In his essays written at the 
Snap-Bean Farm, where Harris 
spent his last days in a mellowing 
old age, close to nature, one finds 

the best expression. This genial 
philosophy, warming and _ simple, 
old-fashioned, perhaps, but as agree- 
ably old-fashioned as a_ piece of 
peasant furniture. The sprouting 
materialism of the age _ troubled 
him: what would he have said if 
he could have lived to see the plant 
in full vigor back in those dear, 
dead days of 1929? 

Harris was a close and friendly 
observer of the life about him; his 
essay on the mockingbird is full of 
beauty and understanding = and 
leaves none of the charming habits 
of- this delightful creature’ unre- 
vealed. Slyly he hints that Emer- 
son, Thoreau and all the New Eng- 
land school might have written dif- 
ferently if they had heard and seen 
mockingbirds; the ripples of thought 
from such a_ suggestion run off 
agreeably, for there is truth and 
wisdom in the remark. This par- 
ticular essay is gay, as, indeed, is 
so much of what Harris wrote. He 
knew the humor of nature and saw 
with his own eves that even jay- 
birds played silly games for no 
other reason than that they were 
amusing. One misses exactly this 
gay note in American writing to- 
day; it comes from an inner happi- 
ness and contentment that is as 
unusual in this vexed day as ever 
were mockingbirds in concord. 

These subjects mentioned are by 
no means all the topics of impor- 
tance treated by Harris. He wrote 
about corn and cornbread, made, 
of course, from water-ground meal 
and not from the prevailing abom- 
ination, and erred only by leaving 
‘lye-hominy out of the picture; he 
wrote about Walt Whitman, whom 
he admired; he wrote about the 
stupidity of scientists, who have 
grown much more stupid since he 
died. His was a far-ranging mind, 
not brilliant, but singularly clear 
and sound. Mrs. Harris has done 
his memory a genuine service in 
editing this volume. It fully re- 
veals his fundamental wisdom, and 
how seldom one is called upon to 
use that word! 

Mr. Hutchinson’s review in the 
New York Times closes with the 
statement that “Julia Collier Harris 
and the University of North Carolina 

have together performed signal serv- 
ice in making permanent between 
covers the scattered wit and wisdom 
of Joel Chandler Harris, his human 
understanding, his serene faith in 
his fellow-men, and his genial but 
tempered optimism with its rebuke 
to shallow pessimism.

With several oth- 
er aspirants having formally retired 
from the race, there remains only one 
actual candidate against Mr. Rainey, 
and one potential one. The active 
opponent of Rainey is John J. O'Con- 
nor, of the Tammany delegation, from 
New York city. As the situation lies 
today, O'Connor hardly can hope to 
get much support outside his own

friends insist that when the demo- 
eratic caucus meets they will make 
out a convincing case for him. 

The potential opponent of Rainey is 
Charles R. Crisp, of Georgia. Crisp 
iz a representative of the highest 
stature in ability and experience and 
in the regard of his fellows. Every 
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member of his party would be glad to 
see Crisp made floor leader, and every 
republican would be glad to see him 
honored. The principal consideration 
that may deter Crisp from entering 
the race is the fact that the south 
already has the speakership and the 
consequent feeling that the second 
highest office, floor leader, should go 
to the north. This sectional argu- 
ment is not very valid and it works 
in some cases to prevent the party 
from putting the very best men in 
some of the offices. 

If it be admitted that the floor 
leadership should go to the north, the 
choice of Rainey is made obvious by 
his ability and experience, with the 
sectional argument admitted, even 
though regretfully, most of the south 
will gladly vote for Rainey and he 
will have the votes of most of the 
north as well. 

From the broadest public point of 
view, the principal curiosity about the 
choice of floor leader is whether it 
takes the party along the conservative 
Whether 
the party as a whole is to be con- 
servative or progressive is the thing 
that is just now crystallizing. Rainey 
is definitely not conservative. He is, 
indeed, to a striking degree the demo- 
cratic equivalent of the western pro- 
gressive republican. Rainey is a kind 
of democratic La Follette. Although 
a graduate of Amherst and of a law 
school, and although in his early years 
he practiced law, he now follows 
farming as his only occupation and in 
congress distinctly and aggressively 
represents the views of the mid-west 
farmer, much as Norris, of Nebraska, 
does among the republicans. 

Some of the more conservative dem- 
ocrats, while conceding Rainey’s ob- 
vious ability and experience, and con- 
ceeding he is the best equipped and 
most Jogical man from the north, are 
nevertheless a little disturbed by the 


|definiteness of the flavor of progres- 
sivism 


which will be given to the 
party as a whole by having Rainey as 
floor leader. The floor leader is offi- 
cially and conspicuously the spokes- 
man of the party who in person leads 
its debates and battles on the floor. 
The floor leader will be more promi- 
nent than the speaker who merely sits 
on the rostrum and hands down par- 
liamentary decisions. Rainey’s pro- 
gressivism of convietion is accompa- 
nied by a forthrightness and frankness 
of temperment which sometimes be- 
comes explosive and expresses itself 
in strong words. Occasionally he 
takes an extreme position on a nar- 
row point, and thus stands out from 
his own party. He opposed Eugene 
Meyer for governor of the federal re- 
serve system, although in the formal 
vote on confirmation 30 democrats fa- 
vored Meyer and only 8 opposed. 
The choice of Rainey for floor lead- 
er will pretty well commit the demo- 
crats to the progressive’ course. 
Rainey is very able, has an attractive 
personality, ahd has had 26 years’ ex- 
perience in congress, during all of 
which he has been a forceful and ac- 
tive figure. Only two democrats ex- 
cel him in length of service, Pou, of 
North Carolina, with 28 years, and 
Garner, of Texas, with 30. Rainey’s 
Illinois district, bordering on the Mis- 
sissippi river, near the middle. of the 
state, and composed of 10 prevailingly 
rural counties, has kept him in -con- 


gress longer than any other democrat | 


who ever came from that state, and 
longer than any other republican ex- 
cept Joseph G. Cannon.

By Indiana City Police 
Using Tear Gas. 


| HAMMOND, Ind., Nor. 29.—(/)— 
Rioting marked the entry into Ham- 
mond today of the mid-western delega- 
tion of the “national hunger army.” 
The crowd of 250 men and women, re- 
cruited from Illinois, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota and North Dakoa, was routed 
with tear-gas after attempting to hold 
a demonstration on the courthouse 
lawn in defiance of a police order. 
The delegation, en route to Wash- 
ington by automobile to protest eco- 
nomic conditions to President Hoo- 
ver, was met by a detail of 35 police- 
men and warned against holding a 
demonstration here. The procession 
halted, however, and speakers began 
to address a crowd that gathered. 
Some one tossed a brick into the 


massed police and a general melee be- 
gan. 
people joined in, some siding with 
oe marchers and others with the po- 
ice. 

The tear gas took effect on police 
as well as rioters, and in the confusion 
most of the “army” climbed back into 
vehicles and eped out of town. 

The officers overtook the demon- 
strators, separated them into four di- 
visions and ,started each column over 
a different road. 

Qne division later reached Gary, 
Ind., where it held a demonstration in 
Communists’. hall and then departed 
for Kalamazoo, Mich. Another file 
was reported several miles south of 
Hammond on the Lincoln highway, 
while the other groups had not been 
heard from several hours later. 

No arrests were made during the 
demonstration here, but police seized 
a quantity of communistic literature 
that was being distributed. A num- 
ber of banners also were confiscated.

DIVERS SEEING BASE 
T0 SALVAGE LUSITANIA 


BY H. J. J. SARGINT.

LONDON, Nov. 29.—Preparations 
are being rushed for the establish- 
ment of the base of operations for 
whose 
project to send divers down to the 
torpedoed Lusitania has been sanc- 
tioned by the British authorities. The 
Lusitania lies 240 feet down, off the 
Irish coast. 

The Irish Free State has granted 
consent for the establishment of the 
base. The small town of Kinsale, 
on Kinsale harbor, is the location 
preferred by the expedition, but if 
the housing and other shore facilities 
there prove inadequate, the base will 
be at Cobh. Captain H. H. Railey, 
who, with Simon Lake, is in charge 
of the salvage undertaking, will go 


to Ireland before the final decision 
is made, 

Study of the admiralty charts 
shows sufficient depth of water and 
good anchorage facilities in Kinsale 
harbor, which is approximately 15 
miles from the spot where the Lusi- 
tania is believed to be lying. Cobh 
is 14 miles from Kinsale. 

It is essential that the base be as 
close as possible to the scene of div- 
ing operations, which will be in an 
area frequently swept by southwest 
gales and at all times disturbed by 
the Atlantic swell. The expedition 
must return daily to its base, and 
therefore wishes to reduce to a mini- 
mum the distance which must be 
covered by the mother ship, a trawler, 
between the base and the Lusitania’s 
grave, 

The trawler selected has a_ speed 
of 12 knots, but this speed will be 
halved because the ship.will be bur- 
dened by the cumbersome diving tube 
which is Simon Lake's invention. The 
tube will be lowered to the Lusitania, 
and through it, down a stairway, the 
diver will reach the torpedoed ship. 

The tube wiil project 13 feet ahead 
of the trawler. It is actually five 
feet longer than the mother ship to 
which it will be attached. But while 
the tube will cut the speed of the 
trawler on its runs between the base 
and the Lusitania, this disadvantage 
will to some degree be offset by the 
stability gained in seaway. The tube 
will serve as a breakwater. 

Opinion as to the exact position 
of the Lusitania seems at variance. 
When the ship was sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine on May 7, 1915, her 
main steam pipe was broken by the 
explosion of the torpedo. It was im- 
possible to reverse the engines, and 
the great vessel ploughed ahead for 
several minutes before slipping gently 
under the sea, 

At the inquest the captain gave 

the ship's position as “about 15 miles 
south southwest of the old head of 
Kinsale.” Other authorities say the 
wreck lies only eight miles south 
southwest of this point. 
Salvage experts expect no real dif- 
ficulty in the expedition’s search for 
the liner, for it is believed Irish fish- 
ermen have long since verified her 
position,

The Choice of a 
Declaration 


By correct use of the Approach 
principle, partners are assured of 
reaching the best eventual declaration 
in the combined hands, whether that 
declaration is notrump or a suit. 

The Opening bid of a notrump im- 
plies the same minimum of honor- 
tricks, but denies the possession of a 
biddable suit. Thus the Responding 
Hand is immediately able to draw the 
inference that when notrump is the 
opening declaration, the Opening Hand 
did not. contain a biddable suit for 
the reason that those who use the 
Culbertson (Approach-Forcing) Sys- 
tem of bidding always declare a 
biddable suit, ‘even a four-card minor, 
in preference to the less illuminating 
notrump declaration. 

The Approach principle does not 
decrease the number of safe notrump 
contracts eventually reached. How- 
ever, it is an insurance against play- 
ing a hand at notrump, which should 
be played at a suit, as today’s hand 
aptly illustrates.

Before entering into a detailed dis- 
cussion of the play, it might be well 
to point out how much better the 
hand plays at spades than at notrump. 
If South played a notrump contract, 
West would open from either his 
worthless heart or diamond holding, 
and while South would score game, 
a Slam would be impossible against 
even mediocre defense. 

When Dummy went down North 
saw that he had undertaken a contract 
which would require the most precise 
play to fulfill. He knew nothing of the 
distribution of the adverse trumps, of 
which there were five outstanding 
with one probable winner. The club 
situation also was far from satisfac- 
tory as only two of his losing clubs 
could be discarded on Dummy’s hearts. 
|North, however, made the only play 
'to give him a chance to make his con- 
itract and that was by the elimination 
of the two red suits from his own 
and the Dummy hand and then the 
use of a small trump as an exit card. 

The Opening lead was the Knave of 
hearts, which was won by the De- 
clarer with the Ace. Two rounds of 
diamonds were then taken, and the 
Declarer returned to his own hand 
with the King of spades. A diamond 
was then ruffed in Dummy and the 
King and Queen of hearts led, upon 
|which the Declarer discarded two los- 
‘ing clubs. He returned to his own 
‘hand with the Ace of spades to lead 
ithe last diamond to the Dummy. Both 
opponents had followed to both rounds 
|of spades, so the only trump out- 
standing was the Queen. Now Dum- 
my'’s last heart was led and trumped 
by the Declarer, who used his last 
trump to throw West in the lead on 
the eleventh trick. 

West had nothing left in his hand 
‘except clubs, North’s. careful play 
having accomplished the desired end. 
|The last two tricks were won by the 
'Ace and Queen of clubs. 

Failure to eliminate the red suits 
from both the closed and Dummy 
hands and the use of the last trump 
to throw the lead would have resulted 
‘in the defeat of the contract. Accurate 
bidding determines the best eventual 
‘contract; accurate play is frequently 
necessary to the fulfillment of that 
contract.
